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Victoria  City  Charter 


VICTORIA  City  should  have  little  diffi- 
culty in  securing  a private  charter  from 
the  provincial  legislature,  if  it  is  prepared  to 
accept  the  full  consequences  of  that  action 
and  they  are  many.  For  some  years  this 
community  has  been  of  a size  to  warrant 
private  charter  rights,  and  obligations.  It  iv 
a sound  move  and  a wise  one  on  the  part  of 
the  city  council,  hut  great  care  will  need  to 
he  taken  now  to  see  that  the  charter  terms 
are  understood  by  all  who  will  have  to  abide 
by  them.  Caution  in  preparing  the  bill, 
which  may  include  such  items  as  licensing, 
revenue  collection.  Inspection  and  supervision 
to  mention  only  a few.  can  hardly  he  over- 
stressed.  A private  charter  will  hind  this 
city,  its  municipal  hoards  and  all  of  Its 
businesses  and  citizens  hard  and  fast  in 
every  written  word,  until  amended. 

We  would  like  to  see  a clear-cut  state- 
ment of  what  the  city  council  proposes  to 
put  Into  the  bill:  -a  co-ordinated  plan  to 
bring  its  terms  affecting  taxation,  licensing 
and  municipal  regulation  understandably 
before  citizens,  business  groups  and  all 
organizations  concerned:  and  an  independent 
legal  review'  of  the  draft  hill  to  make  sure 
that  the  city  is  asking  for  and  will  receive 
the  express  authority  it  seeks  h.v  this  private 
charter.  If  the  base,  and  it  must  be  a brood 


one,  is  Correctly  laid  down,  the  task  of 
amendment  in  particular  will  not  be  a diffi- 
cult one.  Vancouver  City  has  amended  its 
private  charier  almost  annually  for  a long 
term  of  years.  With  Victoria  no  doubt  it 
would  he  a similar  experience.  A charter  is 
a lifetime  affair,  however,  and  every  possible 
care  must  be  taken  to  see  this  one 
commences  with  the  good  will  of  the 
community  itself. 

The  point  is  that  long  before  the  pre- 
pared draft  is  presented  to  the  legislature 
with  The  city's  request  for  its  enactment,  the 
taxpayers  and  all  others  concerned  must 
know  what  is  in  it  and  should  be  in  accord 
with  that.  This  obviously  cannot  be  done  in 
a hurry,  and  may  require  months  to  accom- 
plish properly.  Fnr  the  present  It  would  be 
wisp  to  consider  the  written  draft  as  a tenta- 
tive one,  both  open  to  suggestion  and  to 
change  w here  adequate  reasons  can  he  shown 
for  revision.  When  the  final  draft  is  approved 
and  presented  to  the  House  it  should  be 
something  that  Victoria  Citv  wants  without 
question  and  without  cavil.  That  course,  too, 
would  avoid  confusion  and  perhaps  dis- 
appointment when  the  charter  has  been 
granted  As  the  capital  city  and  the  second 
largest  by  population  in  the  province.  Vic- 
toria's request  can  scarcely  be  denied. 


A Hopeful  Sign 


AFTER  three  months  of  rigid  restriction, 
the  rat  tie- raising  provinces  this  week 
became  free  again  to  move  livestock  and 
meat  across  provincial  borders.  Traffic  from 
the  quarantine  and  buffer  zones  of  Saskat- 
chewan where  foot-and-mouth  disease  broke 
out  last  year  remains  under  modified  re- 
straint:  hut  to  all  intents  and  purposes  the 
barriers  erected  against  the  spread  of  the^ 
disease  have  been  dropped. 

Because  of  acute  sensitiveness  about 
possible  United -States  reaction  to  references 
to  the  presence  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  in 
Canada,  the  Dominion  department  of  agri- 
culture has  said  very  little  lately  about 
progress  of  efforts  to  eradicate  It  In  Saskat- 
chewan. and  the  public  has  been  left  to  guess 
as  to  their  success.  This  unheralded  relaxa- 
tion of  interprovincial  embargoes  possibly 
can  be  interpreted  as  meaning  that  the 
authorities  are  satisfied  now  that  the  out- 
break has  been  contained  within  the  original 
contaminated  areas.  So  far  as  Prit'*h 
Columbia  is  concerned  it  seems  safe  to 
assume  from  Agriculture  Minister  Bowman’s 


uncompromising  control  measures  earlier  In 
the  year  that  he  would  not  have  consented 
lo  the  movement  of  cattle  into  this  province 
unless  convinced  that  there  w'as  nothing  more 
to  fear. 

Evidence  adduced  during  the  Commons 
inquiry  showed,  despite  efforts  to  whitewash 
the  authorities,  that  early  handling  of  the 
outbreak  was  badly  bungled,  especially  in 
the  matter  of  diagnosis.  In  subsequent 
control  and  eradication  measures,  however, 
the  department  appears  to  have  redeemed 
itself.  If  Canada  has  in  fact  freed  itself  of 
foot-and-mouth  disease  in  a matter  of 
months,  it  will  have  done  something  no  other 
country  afflicted  with  the  disease  has  been 
able  to  accomplish  so  speedily. 

Some  slight  excuse  for  early  failure  to 
dinenose  the  sickness  was  offered  by  Can- 
adn’s  lone  freedom  from  it.  and  the  authnri- 
' V lar  k of  familiarity  with  the  symptoms 
They  have  had  their  warning  now.  Tf  thp 
disease  should  ever  reappear  it  must  he 
comhatlcd  with  the  utmost  dispatch,  and  not 
allowed  months  in  which  to  spread. 


There  Is  No  Hurry  Now 


TTHE  slow  compilation  of  final  voting 
I figures  invites  the  very  speculation  that 
It  makes  futile,  there  being  still  enough  pros 
and  cons  to  confuse  the  issue  beyond  the 
simple  fact  that  a new  government  is  in  the 
offing  and  that  it  will  eventuate  from  the 
ranks  of  either  the  Social  Credit  or  the 
C.C.F.  Party. 

There  is  no  need  to  anticipate  the.  final 
tally,  however,  nor  any  necessity  fnr  Premier 
Johnson  to  rush  prematurely  to  Government 
House  to  hand  in  his  resignation.  Another 
week’s  delay,  or  three  for  that  matter,  will 
harm  no  one:  rather  the  reverse.  The 
premier  has  not  stated  publicly  that  he  is 
ready  to  recommend  that  the  Social  Credit 
Party  be  called  on  to  form  a government,.

'T*ODAY.  Just  a*  appropriately  as 
when  first  expressed  in  the  long 
ago.  thai  old  saying,  “one  thing  leads 
to  another."  can  still  he  applied,  con- 
sistently at  that,  to  things  materialis- 
ing from  day  to  day.  This  reporter, 
touching  on  some  past  days  In  the 
magazine  section  of  the  Colonist  from 
time  to  time  can  testify,  In  part  at 
least,  to  that. 

One  must  admit  'would  hardly  he 
human  otherwise'  there  is  some  grati- 
fication in  helng  called  on  the  phone 
and  hearing  a voice  state  such  and 
such  a hit  recalled  certain  memorable 
moments  in  the  life  of  thp  speaker;  or 
through  the  receipt  of  a note  learn  his 
efforts  at  stirring  memories  of  past 
days.  etc.  are  appreciated;  either  type 
of  congratulatory'  "break"  meaning 
more  or  less  a measure  of  real  com- 
pensation for  any  extra  research  en- 
tailed In  the  effort  to  make  the  subject 
interesting.

If  is  particularly  gratifying,  also,  to 
hear  from  old  friends  who  are  eager 
to  assist  you  with  information  they 
posses*  regarding  the  subject  dealt 
with.  So  when  William  f "Billy")  Scott, 
whom  I knew  fairly  well  in  pre  Yukon 
gold  rush  days,  phoned  recently  and 
stated  he  would  like  to  show  me  a 
write-up  about  a former  Victorian,  and 
a mutual  acquaintance,  in  a California 
paper  and  might  put  me  in  touch  with 
•omr  oM  time  photographs  of  the 
north  country,  if  I was  interested 
there  was  only  one  reply  to  make. 

Result  of  that  phone  raJt  was  that  hp 
brought  me  a clipping  from  the  Pn 
mona  Progress  Bulletin  It  relatps 
some  interesting  incident*  concerning 
years  spent  in  the  Yukon  by  George 
Raker,  who  hid  been  attracted  north 
by  virtue  of  the  possibilities  It  was 
supposed  to  possess  slightly  before  the 
real  rush  began  in  the  fall  nf  1897. 

* * * 

George  Baker  was  r member  of  the 
local  family  that  pioneered  Ice  and 
brick-making  and  marketing  In  Vic- 
toria. Site  of  the  hrirk  making  plant 
was  beyond  Topaz.  Avenue  on  Douglas 
Street,  while  Swan  Lake  was  the  source 
of  the  firm's  ice  supply.  The  ice  busi- 
ness paid  until  the  R Wilson  Co  intro- 
duced artificial  Ice-making  to  Victoria. 

One  gathers  from  the  California  pa- 
|yr  that  the  average  Klondlker  was 
never  satisfied  with  the  returns  from 
his  Immediate  lahor.  no  matter  what 
thev  were  Nnl  satisfied  with 
•takings"  amounting  to  JB.onn  from  a 
claim.  Baker,  with  four  other*,  went 
prospering  along  the  McQueslon 
River.  They  had  no  luck  He  and  a 
group  then  bought  a half-interest  In  a 
claim  on  Dominion  Creek  for  $3,000. 
which  they  worked  for  four  years  with 
varying  results.  In  the  month  of 
August.  1900.  the  Victoria  and  his  part- 
ners recovered  $.10,000  from  some  V) 
square  feet  of  ground,  the  only  rich 
pari  of  the  claim. 

* * * 

Never  a bed  of  roses  for  the  average 
Klnnriikfr,  the  Yukon  had  Its  bizarre 
romances  at  that.  Baker  recalled  that 
In  the  search  for  dust  and  nugget* 
gome  of  the  miners  discovered  masto- 
don tusks  and  other  relics  of  the  north- 
land  when  It  was  tropical  and  there 
was  no  Ice  thereabout*.  One  enterpris- 
ing soul  gathered  all  the  old  Ivory  he 
would,  took  It  on  an  exhibition  tour 
through  the  States  and  made  consider- 
ably more  money  than  the  average 
Klondlker  did. 

At  that  Baker,  after  10  years  In  the 
Yukon,  had  some  $20,000  to  the  good 
when  he  returned  to  Victoria  and  again 
became  Identified  with  brick  making 
until  some  25  years  ago.  when  he  went 
to  California,  where,  at  Pomona,  he 
subsequently  became  head  of  the  Raker 
Lumber  Company,  according  to  the 
dipping.

When  the  potato  shortage  this  spring 
skyrocketed  price*  in  Montreal  and  To- 
ronto. New  Brunswick  shippers  crossed 
the  line  and  bought  Maine  j»otatoe<  to 
meet  the  demand.  Then  Maine  ship- 
per* entered  the  Canadian  market 
directly.  Both  trucked  potatoes  across 
the  border  and  loaded  them  aboard 
freight  cars  at  New  Hninswick  points, 
thus  getting  the  benefit  of  the  xuh 
sidi/ed  rates  to  central  markets. 

Although  therr  was  nothing  Illegal 
at>nut  the  operation,  other  Canadian 
potain  suppliers  resented  subsidization 
of  the  shipments  of  Maine  potatoes  and 
protested  to  Ottawa.  But  the  govern- 
ment made  no  move  to  stop  the  trafftr 
Por  one  thing  II  benefited  the, consumer 
by  stabilizing  retail  price*  And  for 
another  Prince  Edward  !*land  potato 
men  didn't  want  Ottawa  Indiscriminate 
against  Maine  tahlr  potatoes.  They 
feared  that  in  return  the  Americans 
might  cut  their  import  quota  on  Cana 
dtan  seed  potatoes,  which  l*  a P.E.I. 
export  specialty.
